SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Keith's Journey/Dungeon Trained/Bright Moments 2 is 
classified as: 

Objectionable. 

Section 5 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) applies to the 
publication's availability because the nature of the contents are such that the 
availability of the publication is considered under the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 (the FVPC Act) to be likely to be injurious to the public good. 
This is because of the extent of the presentations of coercion in association with 
sexual activity and the lack of context and explanation of this. In this instance, the 
injury that the publication's availability may cause to the public good is considered to 
outweigh the rights of the individual to access this material according to the NZBR Act. 

The material presents a man forcing other men to submit sexually by restraining them. 
They present some resistance to their binding, and whether or not they voluntarily 
enact this role is called into question because of the lack of context. In the first two 
components the restrained man appears drugged and at one point unconscious. 

The coercion associated with sexual activity is attributed significant weighting under 
the FVPC Act because it is shown without any particular interpretive cues. The only 
context for this behaviour is by way of the presentation of elaborate binding, purpose 
built contraptions, and the infliction of minor pain as sexual stimulus. Although this 
indicates that the activity is sadomasochistic, the lack of clear definition means that the 
appearance of men being forced into restraints and sexually utilised may be subject to 
misinterpretation as being realistic coercion and abuse. 

The nature of the contents are such that the availability of the publication is likely to be 
injurious to the public good, because of the extent of the presentation of coercion in 
association with sexual acitivity, without context or explanation. 


Considerations under the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
(FVPC Act) have been weighed against the rights and freedoms outlined in si 4 of the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. In this instance, the injury that the availability of 
the publication may cause to the public good is considered to outweigh the rights of 
the individual to access the material. 
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
